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This is in response to the renewed petition under 37 C.F.R. §1.47(a)\ filed May 2, 2005. 

On February 20, 2004, the application was deposited, identifying Kevin Ellis, Christina Wodtke, 
Jennifer Crakow, and Qi Lu as joint inventors. The application was deposited with an 
unexecuted declaration.
